COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Hillsborough County: 


In accordance with the public laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners submit their annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1945, together with re- 
ports of the County Treasurer, Clerk of Court, County 
Solicitor, Sheriff, Jailer, County Farm Superintendent, 
County Hospital Superintendent, County Physictans, 
Hospital Report, Chaplains and County Extension Service 
for your attention and consideration. 


Public Welfare expenditures for 1945 were as follows: 


Direct Relief $140,717.52 as against $167,332.78 a re- 
duction of $26,615.26. 


Soldiers Aid expenditures amounted to $4,662.05 against 
$5,585.66 in 1944 a reduction of $923.61. 


Board and care of children showed a slight increase of 
$545.64 due to the fact that the rate for board and care of 
children was increased from $20.00 to $25.00 per month as 
of November 1, 1945. Expenditures in 1944 were 
$55,219.03 against $55,764.67 in 1945. 


Current expenditures for Old Age Assistance in 1944 
were $43,453.59 plus prior accounts due the State in the 
amount of $7,653.48 a total of $51,107.07 gross expendi- 
tures. Expenditures in 1945 were $39,566.18 a reduction 
of $3,887.41. 


Welfare Administration increased $172.57. Expenditures 
for 1944 were $20,552.38 against $20,727.95 this year 


due to wage increases. 
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Expenses at the County Farm amounted to $177,176.56 
as against $149,620.67 in 1944 an increase of $27,555.89. 


The reason for this increase as follows: 


Increased cost of provisions. 


Increase in salaries. 


Extra veterinarian services due to mastitis infection 
through the herd which reduced the milk production. It 
was necessary to purchase milk for a period of four months. 
This situation has cleared and milk production is now 
normal 


Badly needed repairs and additions: 
Administration Building: One new floor. Superinten- 
dent’s sleeping quarters washed and painted. 


Superintendent’s Kitchen: Washed and painted. Large 
new table covered with fireproof material installed. (This 
is used when foods are removed from stove prior to 
serving. ) 


FARM SIDE BUILDING: 


Men’s Ward over Chapel: One wooden floor installed. 
One tile floor installed. One new blower fan. 


Women’s Ward: Second floor—One wood and one tile 
floor. First floor—One wood and one tile floor. Hallway 
all done in tile about 175 feet. Women’s wards first and 
second floors all new window shades, new curtains, bedside 
tables for inmates and new beds were purchased. 


Institution—Kitchen: One new blower fan and hood 
over stove. New kettles. New dummy elevator. One 
new clothes closet. One closet for brooms, etc. Sinks re- 
paired. 


HousE OF CORRECTION : 


Women: One new wooden floor. One tile floor. Two 
new lavatories. New glaze glass in all windows. All 
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windows braced and repaired where needed. New outlet 
door (in case of fire). All new beds. One alarm bell. 
All new window shades and curtains. Walls and ceilings 
washed and painted. 


Men’s Second Floor: Two new wooden floors. Two 
new tile floors. Walls and ceilings washed and painted. 
Windows braced and repaired, new cords, etc. New 
closets for clothes. Some new beds where needed. 


Dining Room—First Floor: Two new hardwood floors. 
One new sink. Windows braced and repaired, new cords 
used where needed. Cell block. Washed and painted. 
Thirty-two new bowls. All new water lines installed. All 
locks repaired. Waste cans where needed. Forty-eight 
mattresses rebuilt. 


Laundry: Ten new clothes trucks. Four large tables 
built. All machinery repainted and checked. 


New Roofs: One over old piggery where chickens are 
housed. One over laundry and coal shed. All slate roofs 
repaired. 

New blankets were put on beds throughout the institution. 
Two hundred and twenty-five new beds purchased for 
wards. 


Roaches, rodents, mice, bed bugs exterminated throughout 
institution. 


Cow Barn: Painted inside and outside. Two silos 
painted inside and outside. Work all completed. 


Barn at so-called Wilson Farm: New ground floor and 
second floor installed. Studdings were re-enforced. New 
studdings to carry heavy load when barn is filled with hay. 
Cross beams and heavy studdings installed in basement. 
Foundation practically rebuilt. 


Repairs at Old Piggery and Horse Barn: New floor in- 
stalled to store hay. New beams to brace same on account 
of heavy load. 
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Hennery: Part of the horse barn is now used to house 
our chickens until we can build a regular hennery. Water 
is supplied to the hens by the automatic reservoirs. These 
were purchased from Senator Erwin Cummings from whom 
we purchased the hens. ‘This so-called hennery was divided 
into three sections. Nests were built to care for the 684 
hens. 


Since producing our own eggs is a new project for Hills- 
borough County we are pleased to submit herewith the 
following report:

A 
saving of $270.36 monthly. 


Romeo Gagnon was re-appointed Superintendent of 
County Farm. Mr. Edward Fanagan continues as Assist- 
ant Superintendent. Miss Helen Cullity remains as regis- 
tered nurse for the Farm side and acting matron. 


Dr. Frazer, Physician, at Farm side. Mrs. Frances 
Kirby continues as stenographer and bookkeeper. 
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County Jail expenditures decreased $1,220.66. In 1944 
expenses were $16,873.27 as against $15,652.61 for 1945. 


Hillsborough County General Hospital expenditures in- 
creased $34,350.64. In 1945 expenditures were $166,901.45 
against $132,550.81 in 1944 due to increased cost of pro- 
visions, medical supplies and new equipment and increase 
in wages; also general repairs as follows: 


Men’s and Children’s section: Washed and _ painted. 
Varnishing and plastering done where needed. Entire 
hospital washed. New tile floors in nurses’ recreation and 
dining rooms. New tile floors in hallway on second and 
third floor. Roofs repaired. Beds and metal tables for 
patients repaired and painted. Three new bed pan wash- 
ers installed. Partition separating maternity section con- 
structed. (This was requested by the American College of 
Surgeons.) One large partition dividing nurses’ recreation 
room and dining room was built. These two rooms were 
washed and painted. One new sink installed in basement 
dining room. 


Library: Washed and painted. New tile floor installed. 
Roaches, rodents and mice, etc., were exterminated. 

Note: All repairing, both at the hospital and Farm side, 
done under contract. 


Business: New system for collecting old and current 
bills now in operation. Some bills dating as far back as 
1940 have been collected. 


Collections to December 31, 1945 amounted to $5,434.19. 


Mrs. Theresa Soucy resigned as Superintendent of the 
Hospital March 1, 1945. 


Mrs. Marion Lamy, a graduate from our hospital and 
for many years assistant to Mrs. Addie M. Moore, former 
Superintendent, was appointed Superintendent of the hospi- 
tal. The rest of the medical staff remains he same. 
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Dr. Damase Caron is Chief of Staff, Dr. Richard Backus 
as House Physician. 


Our training school for nurses continues under the 
direction of Mrs. Eugenie Banfield. 


Reverend Rene Constant, Catholic Chaplain, and Rever- 
end Bruce Garnsey, Protestant Chaplain, remain with us. 


The Commissioners wish to express their most sincere 
thanks to the Medical Staff, Chaplains, Superintendents 
and the entire personnel of the Farm and Hospital for their 
kind co-operation and services. We wish to express our 
thanks also to all State Officials, Mayors of Manchester and 
Nashua, Commissioners Frank X. Carroll of Manchester 
and Rene Ravenelle of Nashua, Selectmen of Towns, Over- 
seers of the Poor and private and public agencies who have 
assisted us in our duties in serving the public of our county.

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MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE HILLS- 
BOROUGH COUNTY DELEGATION 


January 11, 1945 


The Hillsborough County Delegation met in Room 100, 
in the State House immediately following the adjournment 
of the Legislature session January 11, 1945, for the purpose 
of organizing. The Past President not being in the Legis- 
lature this year, the Clerk, E. W. Carter, called the meeting 
to order and acted as temporary chairman. 

Rep. Wadleigh of Milford requested the roll be called to 
see if there was a quorum. The Clerk called the roll and 
revealed 81 members present. The Clerk declared a 
quorum. 

The first order of business was appointing of a temporary 
clerk and the Chair appointed Mrs. Mabel Cooper of 
Nashua as temporary clerk. Rep. Haggerty of Nashua 
objected to a Republican being appointed clerk, stating he 
thought a Democrat should be appointed. Rep. Kimball of 
Manchester said he hoped there would be no wrangling 
over this matter and that the Delegation would start off in 
harmony. Rep. Spaulding of Hudson made a motion that 
the appointment of Mrs. Cooper by the Chair be sustained. 
This motion was seconded and upon vote carried. 

The next order of business was to see what form of 
ballots would be used in the election of officers and a motion 
was made and carried that written ballots be used. 

The Chair appointed as tellers; Rep. Wiggin of Manches- 
ter, Rep. Paquette of Nashua, and Rep. Johnson of Man- 
chester. 

The Chair called for nominations for Chairman of the 
Delegation and Rep. Spaulding of Hudson presented the 
name of Rep. Leonard G. Velishka of Nashua. The nomi- 
nation was seconded. Rep. Maynard presented the name of 
Rep. Thomas J. McGowan of Manchester. This nomination 
was seconded and a motion made that the nomination cease. 


The members proceeded to ballot. 
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The state of ballots revealed that 79 votes were cast, 
necessary for choice 40, of these Rep. Velishka had 47, 
Rep. McGowan 31, and one blank ballot. Rep. Velishka, 
having the largest number of votes cast he was declared 
elected Chairman. A motion was made by Rep. Maynard 
of Manchester that the election be made unanimous for 
Rep. Velishka so there would be no party feelings and was 
carried. The Chair appointed Rep. Spaulding to escort 
Rep. Velishka to the chair. Rep. Valishka responded with 
appropriate remarks and called for the election of a clerk. 

Mrs. Cooper of Nashua stated that she had served as 
Clerk of the Delegation for six years previous to Rep. 
Carter and was not a candidate at this time. She now placed 
the name of Rep. Carter of Merrimack and asked that any 
who wished to vote for her would support him. 

Rep. Spaulding of Hudson made a motion that the Clerk 
be instructed to cast one ballot for Rep. Carter for Clerk. 
The motion was seconded and upon vote carried. The Clerk 
cast one ballot for Rep. Carter and the Chair declared him 
elected. The Chair appointed Mrs. Cooper to escort the 
Clerk to his chair. 

Rep. Gage of Manchester made a motion that the Dele- 
gation extend to Mrs. Cooper a vote of thanks for her six 
years of faihful service. The motion was seconded and the 
voie carried. 

Rep. Spaulding of Hudson made a motion that the Chair 
be given authority to call a meeting of the Delegation at any 
time he deemed advisable. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 

Rep. Weston of Hancock made a motion that the Dele- 
gation now adjourn. This motion was seconded and 
carried.

March 21, 1945 
There was a meeting of the Hillsborough County Dele- 
gation held at the State House in Room 100, March 21, 
1945, Chairman Velishka presiding. He stated that before 
taking up any other bills, that at a meeting held in this room 
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on February 21, on a hearing on House Bill No. 150 for 
lack of time we were unable to finish this hearing. He 
stated that at this time he would like to make this a con- 
tinued hearing on this bill and asked all those in favor of the 
bill to speak first. 

Mr. Cooper of Rochester spoke at some length, explain- 
ing the entire bill. He stated that more than one-third of 
the cases of juvenile delinquency of the state were in Hills- 
borough County. He also stated that in Manchester and 
this county there were between four to five hundred cases, 
and that out of a thousand cases more than nine-tenths of 
them came from broken homes. He said divorce cases were 
mounting very fast, quoting that in 1934 there were about 
562 cases, 1940, 1000 cases, and in 1943, 1347 cases. He 
stated in closing that the basis of all standard is in preserv- 
ing the home. 

He was asked what the cost of this would be and he said 
he was unable to tell, but it would run from $6,000 to $7,000 
annually and maybe more, for he felt sure after the war 
the cost would jump on account of increased cases. 

Mr. Wadleigh asked if the Bar was in favor of such court 
and Mr. Cooper stated that there had been a committee of 
five judges appointed to study the matter. The majority of 
them was “Yes” and the minority “No.” 

Hearing on this bill closed at 12:45 P. M. 

The meeting then took up House Bill No. 137. Mr. 
Gauthier of Manchester spoke in favor of this bill. Mr. 
Allard, auditor for Hillsborough county, explained the bill 
as he saw it and stated that in our law, it stated they were 
to pay the clerks $25.00 per week, and had been for a long 
time. He stated that if the $25 clause could be stricken 
out and leave it to the Commissioners to pay what services 
warranted, that it would classify the clerks in different 
groups. For example; if some one could take charge of an 
office, as office manager, that they would be worth more than 
that, and others doing routine office work and other things 
could be hired cheaper. 
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Mr. Boutell of Manchester asked how many hours per 
week these clerks worked and Mr. Allard stated that they 
worked from 8:30 A. M. to 5:00 P. M., usual office hours, 
full time job. 

Mr. Kimball of -Manchester asked how many clerks were 
now employed in the county and Mr. Allard stated he 
thought there were four in Manchester, four in Nashua, 
two at the farm, and one in Milford. 

Mr. Richard, County Commissioner, then spoke in favor 
of this bill, stating that he wished they would give them the 
right to use their own good judgment, so they could pay 
what the job was worth and be fair to them all. Mr. 
Velishka asked if any of the help had left on account of 
more pay somewhere else. The Commissioner stated two 
had left. Mr. Belanger also spoke in favor of the bill. 

Mr. Orlando of Mont Vernon spoke against the bill on 
account of increased expenses and said that he would vote 
against anything asking for more money from Hillsborough 
County. Mr. Kimball asked him if he wanted to work for 
less money than he did years ago, the answer was, “Yes, 
I’m working for less now, myself.” 

Mr. Boutell asked how much increase would be in salaries 
and Mr. Richard stated he could not tell exactly, but 
thought about 15 per cent. 

Hearing closed on this -bill. 

House Bill No. 162 was taken up. Chairman Mr. 
Velishka explained this bill and also the amendment to it. 
Senator Mattison spoke in favor of the bill and stated that 
some of the senators were in favor of it, five or six that he 
could name, namely Senators Caron, Bourassa, Merrill, 
Cummings and possibly others. 

Mr. Tirrell asked if we had not better hold this bill up, 
saying he thought there was another bill in the House 
covering this matter, but it was explained to the Delegation 
that the bill he spoke of was a retirement plan where em- 
ployees took something out of their wages each week, so 
was a different set-up entirely. 
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Mr. Boutell spoke in favor of the bill and also in regard 
to Miss Moore, who had been employed at the County 
Hospital for thirty-five years, and hoped she would come 
under this Act. 

Mr. Kimball said that many people had contacted him in 
favor of her and thought that her services should be recog- 
nized. Mr. Boutell stated one had to be sixty years old be- 
fore they could qualify and thought the amount would not 
be too great. Mr. Richard also spoke in favor of Miss 
Moore. 

At this time Mr. Kimball made a motion we go into 
Executive Session. 

House Bill No. 150 was taken up to be acted upon. 

Mr. Martel wanted to have the two amendments added to 
the bill, and as there were no objections the bill was voted 
upon with the amendments added to it. The first voice vote 
was uncertain, so the Chair called for a raising of hands, 
so they could be counted. There were four in favor and ten 
opposed, so the bill was to be reported inexpedient to the 
Legislature. 

Bill No. 137 was taken up and Mr. Martel made a motion 
that it ought to pass and being seconded the vote was 
unanimously carried for the bill to be reported “ought to 
pass.” 

Bill No. 128. Mr. Barry made a motion that “Bill No. 
182 with amendment ought to pass” and upon vote it was 
unanimously carried. 

Mr. Boutell made a motion we now adjourn, subject to 
the call of the Chair.

Mr. Belcourt of Nashua made a motion that the Dele- 
gation and Executive Board be paid $3 per day plus 10 cents 
per mile when called to-a special meeting at the County 
Farm. As there was some question about the law in regard 
to this, there was an amendment made to it that the Chair- 
man see the Attorney General about it, upon vote this 
amendment was unanimously carried. 

The Chairman then put the motion that the Delegation 
and Executive Committee be paid $3 per day plus 10 cents 
per mile retroactive to January 1, 1945, subject to the ruling 
of the Attorney General and this motion was unanimously 
carried in the affirmative. 

The Chairman made an announcement that there would 
be another meeting next Wednesday to take up the matter 
of the addition suggested by the Special Committee pertain- 
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ing to the addition to be made at Court House in Nashua. 
He stated there would be an architect present with a plan 
and blue prints and asked for a full attendance. 

Meeting voted to adjourn at 12 o’clock.
